Ureditors are clamoring for pag, even
in part of their justly due debis; and be the
debtor even so willing, le cannot find means
to pay the asmallest portion of his debt He
cannot raise funds even upon his property,
Where can he find a purchaser for his house
or his land? Who ha< the money lo buy
with ?

The removal of the Stay Law does not of
itself work a hardship, it 1s only so beenuse
there is no money to he hud in the Sinte, nud
the consequence is, that the deblor's property
is sacrificed under the Sherifi's hummer,

Bouds, und establish at once a National
Bank, pay the Treasury back in a ke amount
of the bills of the bauk, and the relief afforded
to the people will be soon felt from one end
of the State to the other. The profits of the
bank will go to fessen the raxes of the State,
and by loaning its funds liberally, yet discrote-
ly, to the people upon the custowary securcties,
debtors will bave the wherewith to pay, and
the process of the Law will work as swoothly
as before.

entered fur two years and served out their
time.  Provigion 1s made that in case of death
in service of the soldier, who, it living, would
be entitled, that the hounty shall be paid 1o
their widows, minor children or pareuts, Eve-
ry solilier who hns sold, bartered, or in any
way trausferred his dischawge papers, will lose
the benefit of this provision. it is estimated
that 375,000,000 will be sufficient to pay all
the bounties secured by the act.
